\ THEN Princess Margaret visits Mauritius in the autumn, she 
will certainly visit Government Plouse, Port bouis. where the

She will most certainty be shown housing schentes such as 
Riche-en-eau (as photo on righ), where official or semi-oflicial 
bodies have sponsored the ereetion of pitifully few modern workers’ 
houses. 

But will blinkered officialdom let her see the suburbs of Part Louis ? 
Suburbs such as Cassis and Roche-Bois, tor example, inhabited niuinly 
hy workers?) EF doubt it, 

In these suburbs, as in townships and villages alf over dhe istand- 
colony, hundreds and thousands of workers live — or rather exist--in con- 
ditions of the utmost squalor and misery, They are shanty suburbs 5 wiih 
one or two-roomed buildings accommodating up do 12 persons, 

Our pictures (here and on page one) show twe typical shandes, ‘The 
first is in Roche-Bois ; made of old corrugated sheets and petrol cans, it has 
two rooms and is eccupigd by two famihies (the Oscars and the Lascuil- 
lantes) totalling seven persons. 


Number two is a one-room shanty occupied by Mrs, David Ayavoo 
and her two children, And these pictures are typical of workers’ houses 
all aver Mauritius ; old petrol eans and corragated shvets being the cont 
monest materials from which the workers’ houses are made. 

Straw and felt, apart fron corrugated shveis, are standard rootay. 

In such dreadful, appalling housing conditions, is it to be wondered 
at that discuse is rampant? Malaria has beca stamped out only to bu 
replaced by TR as the principal killing discase (hough mass BOG ean. 
paigns have checked the death rate which is, for PB, at present 0.25 per 
thousand imhabttants), 

10,000 new houses necded annually 


the Health Department rans these BCG campaigns, phins extra clinics 
and a new sanatorium, and keeps 200 beds in ihe general hospitals for 
EB patients —but the real cause of so much TH is the shocking conditions 
in Which thousands of workers live=-aud there is no sense of urgency in 
any rehousing project. 

To secure any noliceable improvement in’ housing conditions in 
Mauri(ius, over 10,000 new houses are needed aunuaily. (4000 a year 
would suffice for new families only.) Yet in the four years 1950-53, 
only 7,973 new dwellings allogether have been built. 

Obviously there is leemay to be made up as well as the Snture to 
build tor—yer the Government shows mo sense of urgency in getting on 
with overdue building needs. 

And the economic factor ? Mauritius has enjoyed over the bast decade 
an unparalleled prosperity but only the sugar barons, whoa own hte 
island's sugar estates, have waxed fat. 

Wapes are low; to curn even a subsistence wage, a worker must work 
jong hours. The sugar plantation labourer can carn a maximum of 9o0 
rupees (£72) fur a year’s work, 

In this time he produces an average of 84-9 tons of sugar which under 
the Commonwealth Sugar Agreement has & guaranteed market at 490 
ropees a tan——-around 4,100,400 rupees for the annual production of one 
worker, 

Out of bis low wages, the Mauriilan) worker just) cuimot attord 
economic rents ov loan-repayments for decently-built louses. Vet that is 
no reason fo condemn bim and his fumily (o squalld conditions, 

Kither his wages should be bigher, so that he can afford a better 
home; or the Government should sponsor an energetic housing project, 
with subsidised rents,

AGREE with Miss Anscombe (Peace News 

June 29) that pacifism is a false doctrine, 
but 1 do not know why she chooses a ficti- 
(ous example to illustrate this. History 
abounds in examples. 
It is clear to almost everyone, for instance, 
that non-violent resistance would have been 
meilective against the Nazis even if it could 
have been organised, and that failure to resist 
them would have caused greater evil than was 
brought about by the war. 

to also agree with her that pacilism is a 
harmful doctrine because it makes no distinc- 
ion between, say, the precision bombing of 
an ammunition dump and the monstrously un- 
necessary mass-murder at Hiroshima, 

The fact that Miss Anscombe is capable of 
making such distinctions mukes her protest 
aganist Mr, Truman's degree a thousand times 
more cilective than tf it were made by a 
paciitst. 

Pacifism is mainly harmful, however, not 
because it hal/ convinces people, but because 
WW teads them to believe that opposition to war 
can be based only on pacifism. 

At the present time, when the abolition of 
war requires no more than a little political 
common sense, a litte good will, aud a start 
{0 progressive disarmament, pacifism tries to 
convince us that we must wait until men are 
converted to complete non-violence and uni- 
lateral disarmament. 

Instead of helping to push open the door to 
disarmament, which is already unlatched, 
pacifists are resignedly Waiting for Godot. 

If is true, of course, that the pacifist witness 
against war is valuable, ‘The more ready paci- 
lists are to co-operate with other peace-workers 
the less will the effect of this witness be re- 
duced by fallacious doctrine.

Sensational and emotional appeals may produce impressive 
figures, but not effective strength. The increase of thig effective 
strength is still a major problem for pacitists in every cuuntry, 
second only tu the necd for clearer and more disinterested 
thinking about main issues, 


One thing has long been clear to many of us, though the 
bulk of Nritish pacifisis have yet to be convinced of it: that 
the old technique of relying primarily on pubhe incetings ix 
quite hopeless, A teacher ina school wha really Hyves (nar 
preaches) bia pacifism will do more to increase our effective 
strength in a lew yoars than a public speaker can hope ta ate 
ina fife time—unless his publie speaking is closely Jinked (ay 
Gandhi's was—or Vinoba Bhave’s ia today) with the concep 
and practice of action. 


fut considering the number of Quaker and pacifist tenehors 
in Great Britata bE think our effective inerease should be much 
more rapid, And if few other oceapations ofler snets exesllont 
Opportunities it is still tras that, if pacifist, eave greater 
thought, a pacifist, to theie choice of trade or profeasion 
wand to their conduct an it, there waukl be a sodmMetrcal 
progression in effective numbers which ia not, in fact, to be 
found. 


The idea stil exists that the important things w do are 
(1) to sell Peace News (2) to hold an oceasional “ public” 
meeting (to which the public ssidom comes) and (3) aot to 
fight if a war comes, Asa conception of pur dutica 1 find this 
dismally inadequate, though § admit tha desicabiliy of (i) 
and (3) aa supplements to action.

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SHAPE OF THINGS-TO-COME 
A THIRD WAY FORECAST 


By OLWEN BATTERSBY 
pe collapse or re-shaping of NATO by 1959; the end of the cold war; the 
relinquishing of a “negotiate from strength” policy; steps toward an 
American-Russian axis: this was the forecast of things to come made by Allen 
Skinner, Chairman of the British ‘Third Way Movement and Associate Editor of 
Peace News. He was addressing a Third Way week-end school. 


Briclly he oudined the history of Third 
Way thougtet. 

During past years there had arisen in many 
parts of the world small groups and utdi- 
viduals, having no organisational contact one 
with the other, who had advocated a Third 
Way foreign policy on similar lines. There 
had been the ‘Vhird Way party of Indo-China, 
the Cha Liew society in Hong Kong; in Hol- 
land, America and more recently 10 Great 
Britain, ‘Vhird Way organisations had been 
formed, lt was a development of the aptit 
and thought of the time, 

Those who accepted the Third Way concept 
refused to be fellow-travellers, whether wilh 
the East or West. They renounced the power 
struggle with all its implications : the rejection 
of NALO, the rejection of the US bases to 
this country, extrication from SEATO, METO 
and the enormous network which dominates 
the “ free” half of the world, 

NEW WORLD SITUATION 


‘They demanded that politics, national and 
international, be dominated not by military, 
but by huinan needs. 

“But today we find ourselves in a fonda- 
mentally different position from when the 
Third Way Movement began,” he etuphi- 
sised. 

There was a recognition on both sides that 
the power struggle had reached stalemate ; ihe 
game was finished. 

Ir meant that the peneral assumption on 
which diplomatic relationships had been con- 
ducted~ negotiation from strength--vould no 
longer be applied, 

It meant that the threat of international war 
as a deliberate means of policy was “ aut”. 

The power struggle might continue by a 
series of small wars on a controlled basis (with 
the ever present danger that the small war 
could not be so controlled): of there might 
be a period of competilive co-existence, But 
there would be no declaration of major war. 

NATO and the cold war had been placed, 
not without some justification, at the sloor of 


Russia. There had been a succession of 
events ; the disparity in Wee the powers 
faced disarmament immediately following 


World War tf; Russia’s increasing presstire 
on the satellites, ending in the coup in 
Crccho-slovakia, the Russian “NO” and the 
excessive use of the veto at the United Nations 

a charge which today could more truly be 
brought against America, 

Today, though there might not be any fun- 
damental change in Communist internal policy 
in Russia as the result of Stalin’a death, there 
was a very definite change in the way Russia 
was confronting the oulside world. The 
climate of opinion which had in the frat place 
ereatud NATO-~essentially a military pact-— 
no longer existed, 
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NATO was a 20 yeurs pnet, signed ta 
1949, and until 1969 it was Hot open io sig- 
natorles ta renounce it, Bat provision was 
made in the ugreement for wu review of the 
Treaty in 1959, 


“f sipgest 1959 os the highly probable 
jime when NATO will have totally collapsed, 
ar hove changed lis form,” he stated. 
Russin herself had at one siage asked to be 

admitted into NATO; Winston Churchill at 
Aachen recently had advocated that the 
Eastern nations should not be left completely 
out of the fluropean community. 


“1 suggest that we shall get that appli- 
cation from Rossia again before 1949," he 
added, “ Where may all this lead us?” 
We knew that M. Mollet, M. Pincan and 

some British statesmen were thinking in terms 
a Russian-American co-operation in regard 
to the under-developed countries, 

“The possibility of an American-Russian 
Axis isa danger of which Third Way thiuk- 
ing must take note,” he declared. 

Members of the ‘think Way had already 
come to regard these two Leviathan powers 
as coming More and mate to resemble cach 
other. 

WORLD DICTATORSHIP DANGER 


Yiach had the H-bomb; each had their 
guided weapons, Both were moving toward 
tremendous industrial development, outstrip- 
ping the rest of the world in productive power 
and draining away more and more of the 
world's raw materials. 

America wag increasing her industrial power 
by § per cent per annum, so that in 15 years 
production would have doubled. In April of 
this year American industrial production was 
approxunately three times that of 1938. 

The figures were 1947-8, 100; 1938, 43; this 
year, 142. Its sicel production was ve tinies 
that of Britain, and as much as the whole of 
Europe outyide Russia. 

Russia’s steel production was three times 
tat of Uritain, and two-thirds that of the 
ISA. 

Bach was a “managerial” society, with a 
distinct managerial class, possessing distinct 
class interests. Feonomically, and in their 
social order, they were drawing ever-closer to- 
gether. 

‘The coming together of these two great 
powers could bring ubout dictuiomhip on a 
world scule, he warned, 

i could bring ubout dletatormhip whhoud 
the danger of the unlversal desiruction of 
war, bat while ihe nevesaary polles aveasures 
on othe pattern oof tradhitonal  lnitish 
imperialinnr. 

‘This was the danger facing the world today,

A. POLETICAL observer of some acumen said recently that Mr. Lennox-Boyd 
~ iS our most overworked Minister, With Cyprus in a state of war, with unrest 
in Aden, with a good part of Africa in ferment; with Mr. Bandaranaike’s attitude 
in the matter of British bases in Ceylon, with Malaya still in a condition calling for 
military effort and constant watchfulness and with the failure of the negotiations 
about Singapore to think about, that observation may well be correct. 


Hut if it as, it is so only because no effort 
has ever heen made since Campbell-Banner- 
man's mn the carly years of the present century 
in the case of South Africa (carried into effect 
by Asquith), to keep ahead of any “ colonial” 
population's desire for self-government. 

Policy and action have always dragged far 
behind the local people’s aspirations, with 
the result that the potential benefits of an act 
voluntarily and graciously performed are Jost, 
and all the problems necessary to be solved in 
councetion with self-government become vastly 
more difficult. 

An fate us (he middle of May Mr, Lennox- 
floyd could still have come to fermy with 
Mr. Marshall, (he then Chief! Minister of 
Singapore, if he hud not insifed on the reten- 
tion “as a safeguard” of the right to make 
Orders in Council in matiers * affecting 
United Kingdam responsibilities for extermul 
defence and external affairs.”

That, of course, is what has happened. The 
new Chief Minister is Mr. Lim Yew Hock, a 
42-year-old Chinese Socialist, and his advent to 
ollice means a stiffer attitude on the part of 
Singapore H the negotiations ure renewed, 

Nor can he, as a member of the Chinese 
$0 per cent of the population, possibly be 
derided by Gur Minister of State for Colonial 
Aflairs as an unrepresentative demagogue. 

Wf the negotiations are not renewed before 
long, the Singapore people's discontent will 
rupidly praw worse, ihe chances of anything 
resembling un amicable settlement will grow 
less, and there will be one more place in the 
world where the British Government will 
have fo rely on repression,

fronted with the enmity not only of the whole 
ol it but also with the enmity of millions 
beyond the whole of Asia and the greater 
part of Africa. 

The undoubted success of the visits to USA 
and to various European countries of the 
Indonesian President, Dr. Sockarno, is a sign 
of the times. He has not minced his words 
anywhere, has declared his solidarity with 
people stil under a colonial regime every- 
where, and has not been cold-shouldered for 1. 

It would be better for Mr. Lennox-Boyd to 
woo the people of Singapore, His high-handed- 
ness can only prove costly in the end.

JN these plain words, addressed to the 

Governments of belligerent as well as 
neutral countries in World War |, is ex- 
pressed the purpose of the Women’s 
International League for Peace and Free- 
dom, which was born as the result of a 
conference at ‘The Hague in 1915, and 
which is holding for the first time in 
Britain its Triennial Conference next 
week at Birmingham. 

Lam not one of those feminists who believe 
that women are fess belligerent than men, and 
that a majority of women over men in any 
Government would ensure peace. 

That) women, because of their special 
biological function of carrying the child be- 
fore birth, and nurturing it in its carly years, 
ought to be against war is obvious, but it is 
equally obvious that this very fact often makes 


women fiercely protective if they believe their 
children and home are threatened.

Both in 1914 and in 1939 the majority of 
women supported the war, and many of them 
took an active part in the services. There is 
no doubt that when the patriotic call came to 
fight for “King and Country” in World 
War [, women answered it as cagerly as men. 
And, unfortunately, if was women who handed 
out white feathers to men not in uniform. 

In World War UH, when without the assis- 
tance of women there would not have been a 
sufficient number of men released for the fight- 
ing services, there were plenty of women ready 
to fill their places. 

So the epic tale of the great assembly at The 
Hague in 1918 which gave birth to the 
Women’s International League is one that can- 
not fail to fire the imagination. 

It was an immense concourse that gathered, 
nearly a thousand women representative of 
countries all over the world. It was fortunate 
for Cireat Britain that three British women, 
Crystal MacMillan, Kathleen Courtney and 
Emmeline Pethick-Lawrence were not in this 
country at the time and were therefore able to

Mr. Brockway told Peace News on Tuesday, 
“We had regarded West Africa, together 
with the West Indies, as the most hopeful area 
of colonial progress. My fear now is that a 
crisis in Eastern Nigeria may prejudice the 
unity of Nigeria as a whole and the success 
of the constitutional conterence 

“What is not clear,” he said, “is what Mr. 
Lennox-Boyd has done, but he has apparently 
given some support to the critics of ihe Prime 
Minister and this has fead to the angry tele- 
gram and the warning by Dr. Azikiwe.” 

Mf the constitutional crisis is not resolved 
and the resignations take place, he sald, 
“this may make Nigeria a centre of con- 
troverny as acute us East Africa.” 

A Colonial Office spokesman told Peaca 
News on Wednesday that he had no comment, 
except that a telegram from Or. Azikiwe had 
been received. 


"Dr. Azikiwe's Government has an over. 
whelming majority in the Eastern: Legislative 
Assenthly. The NCNC also forms the official 
opposition in the Western Region, under the 
control of the Action Group, headed by Chief 
Obafemi Owolo. 

In the Federal Government, NCNC has the 
majarity of seats fram both the Eastern and 
Western regions, giving it six of the ten seats 
in the Federal Cabinet. The other four are 
shared between the Northern People's Con- 
gress (the Government party in the Northern 
Region) with three Ministers and the Came- 
roons’ Peoples’ Party (representing the Triase 
Territory of Southern’ Cameroons) with one 
member. 

The other members consist of three British 
officials: the Chief Secretary, the Finincial 
Secretary and the Attorney General. The 
Council of Ministers is presided over by the 
Governor General, Sir dames Robertson.
